There was this about a Model T: 
the purchaser never regarded his 
purchase as a complete, finished pro- 
duct. When you bought a Ford you 
had a start—a _ vibrant, spirited 
framework to which could be screwed 
a limitless assortment of decorative 
and functional hardware. You bought 
a radiator compound to stop leaks, a 
clamp-on dash light, a sun visor, and 
a fan-belt guide to keep the belt from 
slipping off the pulley.

Persons 
of a suspicious turn of mind bought 
a rear-view mirror; but. most Model 
T owners weren’t worried by what 
was coming from behind because they 
would soon enough see it out in front.

After the car was avout a year old, 
steps were taken to check the alarm- 
ling disintegration. A set of anti- 
rattlers was a popular panacea. You 
‘hooked them onto the gas and spark 
rods, the brake pull rod, and the 
steering-rod connections. One agree- 
able quality of the old Fords was that 
they had no bumpers, and their fen- 
ders softened and wilted with years 
and permitted the driver to squeeze in 
and out of tight places. , 

During my asociation with Mode 
T’s, self-starters were not a prevalent 
accessory. Your car came equipped 
with a crank, and the first thing you 
learned was how to Get Results. The 
trick was to leave the ignition switch 
off, proceed to the animal’s head, pull 
the choke (a little wire protruding 
through the radiator), and give the 
‘|crank two or three nonchalant up- 
| ward lifts. Then, whistling’ as though 
[thinking about something else, you 
would saunter back to the driver’s 
;cabin, turn the ignition on, return to 
the crank, and this time, catching it

One reason the Ford anatomy was 
never reduced to an exact science was 
that, having “fixed” it, the owner could 
not honestly claim he had _ brought 
about the cure. There were too many 
authenticated cases of Fords fixing 
themselves — restored naturally to 
health after a short rest. Farmers 
soon discovered this, and it fitted 
nicely with their draft-horse philoso- 
phy: “Let ’er cool off and she'll snap 
into it again.” ; 

A Ford owrer had Number One 
Bearing. constantly in mind. This 
bearing, being at the front of the mo- 
tor, was the one that always burned 
out, because the oil didn’t reach it 
when the car was climbing hills.

don, director of the plant breeding 
station at Aberystwyth, introduced on 
its lofty heights one of the most re- 
markable pasture improvement 
schemes ever attempted. On this bare, 
bleak hill the work of reclamation 
was commenced in 1933. The project 
was inspected by Mr. Emslie in the! 
summer of 1934 and again, with Pro- 
fessor Stapledon himself as guide, 
last September. 

Some of the means,employed in the 
improvement are (1) breaking up the | 
sod with a rotary cultivator (2) re-| 
seeding with orchard grass, wild 
white clover and seed cleanings and 
(3) fertilizing with phosphates in the 
fall or winter and supplementing this, 
where necessary, with nitrogen in the 
spring. The phosphatic fertilizing en- 
sures the success of wild white clover 
and the better grasses which are fast 
replacing the poor species natural to 
the area. The net result to date is 
that the grazing value of the treated 
areas has been increased three-fold, 
and Iambs come fat from their dams, 
something never accomplished before 
at these altitudes.

Wood of the current year’s growth , 


is' gathered in late autumn or early 
winter before too severe winter wea- 
ther has occurred, as severe weather 
may be injurious to this growth, esp; 
ecially if the latter is luxuriant. This 
wood may be stored in a cool, damp 
cellar, and preferably covered with 
{moss to prevent it from drying out, or 
it may be made directly into cuttings. 
The cutting wood may make one or 
more cuttings, according to the length 
of the current year’s: growth. The 
cuttings ‘are usually at least six 
inches long, and should contain at 
least two buds. It is not necéssary to 
jeut to a bud at the base of the cut- 
| tirg, though some prefer to do this, 
but the upper cut should be just above 
the upper bud. These cuttings should 
then be tied up in bundles of twenty- 
jfive or more, care being taken to have 
the butts of the cuttings on the same 
jlevel to promote uniform callusing. 
The bundles should then be labelled. 
The bundles of cuttings are now 
ready for storage. If stored out of 


doors, they are buried in well-drained 
soil, -with the butts down, and a mulch 
of straw or leaves placed over them 
as protection against frost. If stored 
in a cool cellar clean sharp sand may 
be used to store them in, and only 
sufficient moisture supplied to keep 
the sand damp. 

In the early spring: these cuttings 
are planted out in nursery rows in a 
rich, well-prepared soil, two to three 
inches apart, and at such depth as to 
have the upper bud just at the sur- 
face of the soil. To prevent suckers 
the lower bud may be removed. In 
some fruits where the cuttings are to 
remain in the nursery rows for more 
than one year the cuttings may be 
planted further apart. 

Frequent clean cultivation is neces- 
sary if rapid growth is to be secured. 


CHANGE IN HORSE 
CLUB POLICY 


A slight change has been made in 
the Dominion Horse Club policy ef- 
fective in 1939 in the Provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
Formerly the first payment to a club 
equalled one-eighth of the service fee 
on the actual number of mares bred 
by club members. In 1999 the first 
payment will be a flat amount of $1 


‘|for each mare bred. The second pay- 


ment formerly equal to one-quarter of 
the service fee for each mare left in 
foal remains the same, with an addi- 
tional $1 for each such mare in foal 
as are pure bred registered mares of 
the same breed as the stallion hired 
by the club. The object of these 
changes is to avoid the limiting of 
‘the numbers of clubs to the same 
number as operated under the policy 
in 1938.
